It is not a m atter of surprise that 
such announcem ents excite the cupidity 
of a section of the com m unity or th at 
from tim e to limo attem pts are made to 
surreptitiously lay hands on some por­ 
tion of the seductive treasure. 
Robbing a ship’s safe on the A ustra­ 
lian coast is now conducted w ith the 
same silent and thoughtful deliberation 
as is the solving of a difficult chess 
problem. 
Tho first thing the rider sets 
his heart upon is how to get the key. 
The theory, aud indeed the general prac­ 
tice, is that the captain checks tho boxes 
as they aro stored in the bullion room, 
locks the door when the transaction is 
complete, and, sleeping or walking, car­ 
ries the key in a leather pouch around 
his neck till he unlocks the door at the 
end of tho voyage. 
B ut theory aud practice ara often sot 
aside. 
In the T ararua case, at M el­ 
bourne, in J •'Mi, when $20,000 worth 
of gold bars were stolen, the police di< j 
covered that two keys, either of which 1 
opened the bullion room. used to hang 1 
against the w all in the public liar.

was also discovered that one of these 
keys m ysteriously disappeared 12 mouths 
before the rubbery and th at no serious 
investigation was then m ade into the 
loss, nor was any alteration made in 
the lock of the bullion room.

at Adelaide aud other ports, I ut it was 
only a t Gallo the discovi ry of the rob­ 
bery was made. Detectives op*-rated on 
all the ports sim ultaneously, but no­ 
where could a clew be found. 
The 
am ount m issing was the usual $20,000. 
I ii 1878 a man named Wei berg, who 
had been a carpenter on the China, took 
up a selection in tho interior of Victo­ 
ria. Defore settling down he m arried a 
M elbourne barm aid and appears to have 
confided to her some Bhady particulars 
of bis past history. 
The Samson and 
Delilah story was in part repeated, and 
tile public laid themselves out to watch 
Wei berg. The upshot was the arrest of 
tho man as the safe rifler of the China. 
One thousand sovereigns were found 
in a tin of fat stored away by him in 
Melbourne. 
In his hut was discovered 
a wooden plane stuffed w ith gold. The 
wood was hollowed out aud the gold 
dropped in. In tho h u t was also discov­ 
ered a bar of soap containing 200 sover­ 
eigns. 
He told the detectives th a t ho had 
1,800 sovereigns concealed on his selec­ 
tion and offered if they accompanied 
him to point out w here the booty lay. 
As may be surm ised, he fooled the po­ 
lice into a w ild, thick tim bered region, 
took them suddenly off guard aud made 
his • Mm o.

The m ystery of the Iberia w as cleared 
up in a still uioro singular m anner.

Several t imes in each year Australian 
newspapers announce the departure to

It is not a matter of surprise that 
such announcements excite tho cupidity 
of a section of the community or that 
from time to time attempts are made to 
surreptitiously lay hands on some por­ 
tion of the seductive treasure.

The im portance of the p art played by 
fiominant hallucinations in the history 
of the w orld eau scarcely bo overrated 
Julius Ocesar, Naixdcou Bonaparte, SOO* 
rates, Luther, Ignatius Loyola, aro but 
u few of tho great men whose lives were 


1 intim ately entw ined w ith ruling deln- 
i lions. 
In these cases the illusions seem 
! to have been persistent and not to have 
: been produced by any voluntary effort- 
on the part of the seer. 
On the other 
hand, T alm a could w alk on to tho stag© 


1 and after staring at tho brilliant and 
applauding audience for a few secondi 
would sn- nothing but rows of grinning 
skeletons. In this he seems to have fore­ 
stalled H err Roentgen, for the skeleton* 
were in the exact positions of the mem­ 
bers of the audience and changed their 
postures w ith every variation of their 
positions. 
It w as to this grisly ‘ ‘ house” 
th a t the great actor delivered some of 
he? grandest histrionic efforts. 
Goethe, as m ight be expected, called 
up pleasanter and more pi aceful vision* 
At w ill he could see a flower in the cra­ 
ter of his visual field. He thus described 
it: “ This flower does not for a moment 
preserve its form ; it is generally decom­ 
posed, and from its interior are born 
other flowers w ith colored, or sometime* 
green, petals.

This anim al w as as com­ 
plex in form as the si < r ’s m etaphor, for 
it w ould tu rn suddenly into a court 
usher, and the usher in his turn would 
become a skeleton. T lnsunai show* d no 
sym ptom s of insanity nod w as fully 
aw are of the unr< ality of w hat lie saw, 
w hich m ast git atly have added to the 
persistent m isery of his condition. 
An old gentlem an described by the 
late Dr. Elam had a pout r of conjuring 
up, often w ithout voluntary GYort, two 
or m ore charm ing dancing girls, and the 
antics of til* se uym j bs continued until 
sleep came to tho r< scuo. Tho old fellow 
w as of a particularly pious aud proper 
turn of m ind, so th at th eir gratuio us 
ballet was presum ably w asted on him 
N icolai of Berlin, a very level headed 
savant, w as troubled for two mouth# 
w ith the visi* u of a corpse.

The im portance of the part played by 
dominant hallucinations iii the history 
of the w orld eau scarcely be overrated. 
Ju liu s ( ’sonar, Napoleon Bonaparte, Soc­ 
rates. Luther, Ignatius Ixiyola, are but 
a few of the great na u whose lives were 
Intim ately * ntw ined w ith ruling delu­ 
sions. 
In thi s* cases the illusions seem 
to have been persistent and not to have 
been produced by any voluntary effort 
on the p art of the seer. 
On the other 
hand, T alm a could w alk on to the stag© 
and after staring at tho brilliant and 
applauding audience for a few seconds 
would see nothing but rows of grinning 
skeletons.

Tho ghastly case d* scribed 
by Sir W alter Scott of the man who 
knew th a t ho was dying, and knew 
equally w ell th at there was nothing 
w hatever ti e matt* r w ith him , is j * r- 
haps t* o fam iliar to ueed i*ior** than 
passing m ention.

The Spanish loss is unknown, but it 
wa# probably considerable. The splashes 
of blood found at daylight at the posi­ 
tions the Spaniard# occupied indicate 
fatalities, but their comrade* carried 
off the killed and wounded. 
The engagement begun with desul­ 
tory firing at tho pickets, 1,000 yard* 
Inland from the camp. 
Captain Spi­ 
cers ©D in puny wa# doing guard doty 
and was driven in, finally rallying on 
the camp aud repulsing the enemy, at 
6 o’clock. 
The bollies of privates McGolgan and 
i Dunphy were found, both shot in the
